The anx iety co ncerning the w elfare

to the U nited States M inister Leirfch 
lim n a t Co nstantino ple. 
Befo re the co r­ 
rect versio n o f the affair was received,the 
President o rdered the Euro pean squadro n 
to Turkish w aters and the fleet,under the 
co m m and o f Admiral Co tto n, is no w 
ro ute fo r Geno a and thence will sail fo r 
Turkish w aters. 
W hen info rm ed o f the 
erro r in the first repo rt, the President 
anno unced th at he wo uld no t rescind his 
o rder to the fleet as the situatio n in T ur­ 
key apiteared to be so acute th at he re­ 
garded the presence o f Am erican w ar­ 
ships in Turkish w ater as essential 
the safety o f A m erican citizens in the 


empire. 
As so o n as the news fro m B eirut was 
received, Secretary 
Hay hastened to 
Oy ster Bay to co nfer w ith the President 
and after the co nference, which also 
dealt w ith the situatio n in Co lo mbia 
and the pro spects o f the P anam a canal 
treaty , Mr. Hay determ ined to co me at 
o nce to W ashingto n, thus curtailing hi 
vacatio n by several weeks. 
Repo rts 
tro in Bo go ta seem to indicate th at the 
chief o bstacle in the w ay o f a treaty 
the pride o f the Co lo mbians and it is by 
uo means certain that, after a delay 
sufficient to satisfy the spirit o f the leg 
islato rs, the co nventio n will uo t be rat 
ified. 
This, at least, is the ho pe o f the 
adm inistratio n. 
M eanwhile, Dr. Her 
ran, the Co lo mbian charge d’affaires 
has been instructed to subscribe to I 
press clipping bureau aud to fo rw ard to 
the Co lo mbian Co ngressio nal Library 
ex tracts fro m all Am erican new« i» apers 
apro po s o f the treaty 
It is argued here 
th at when the Co lo mbians sec ho w 
many new spapers urged the im m ediate 
abando nm ent o f the Panam a Ro ute in 
favo r o f the N io araguan-Co sta Rio an 
ro ute, th a t to o will have a salutary ef 
feet. 
Secretary Shaw has greatly relieved 
the apprehensio ns entertained by lead 
m g financiers, by devising a m etho d 
whereby he will be able to depo sit in 
the natio nal banks a fund o f uo t less 
than $40,OOO,OOO if the m o vem ent o f the 
cro ps this fall is attended by a mo ney 
stringency . 
Acco rding to -the secre 
tary ’s ex planatio n, he ltegan last fall to 
gather the internal revenue receipts in 
to a fund to m eet just suo h an em ergen 
cy . 
These receipts have been seggre- 
gated so th a t there has been no inte r­ 
m ix ture o f custo m s receipts and the 
secretary believes, therefo re, th at he has 
all necessary autho rity to use the inter 
aal receipts to relieve the banks if the 


o ccasio n arises. 
It is, mo reo ver, the in­ 
tentio n o f the secretary to accept State 
aud m unicipal bo nds as co llateral fo r 
the depo sits o f the internal revenue 
funds, as was do ne last week when the 
stringency iu W all Street became acute. 
It was no t the intentio n o f Secretary 
Shaw, ho wever, that this so urce o f re­ 
lief sho uld beo o me kno w n at this tim e, 
as he feared th at his ability to relieve 
tho situatio n m ight be disco uated, but 
tho facts leaked o ut aud no w the secre­ 
tary w ill ex plain his plans iu an address 
he will deliver in Chicago this week. 
M eanwhile, Senato r Aldrich has issued 
a statem ent fro m his ho me in P ro vi­ 
dence in which he say s th at he has rea­ 
so n to believe th at m aterial pro gress 
is being made in the harm o nizing o f 
tho Senate and Ho use o n the subject o f 
currency legislatio n aud the Senato r 
even go es so far as to say th a t wheu 
Co ngress co nvenes. Speaker-to -be C an­ 
no n will be f anL.d as enthusiastic in sup­ 
po rt o f the m easure w hich the Senate 
Finance Co m m ittee shall bring in, as 
Mr. Aldrich himself. 
If such a result 
is attained it will pio ve a m o num ent to 
the great harm o nizing po wers o f Sena­ 
to r Alliso n who has go ue W est o n a 
missio n o f peace and educatio n. 
Sena­ 
to r Quay , who passed thro ugh W ash­ 
ingto n o n his way to Flo rida last week, 
gave o ut a brief and characteristic iu- 
to r^ew o n the subject o f financial legis­ 
latio n which fo reshado ws an intentio n 
o u the part o f the senato r fro m P enn­ 
sy lvania to make tro uble wheu the fi 
nancial m easure co mes up o n the flo o r 
o f the senate. 
The senato r say s he sees 
no o ccasio n fo r 
financial legislatio n,
